We do not mean that sort of 
peace. True peace. Divine peace — 
the only peace lliat will do to die 
with— arises out of a -settlement of 
our differences, a cessation of hos- 
tilities, with" God. and a reconcilia- 
tion between the soul and God, 
bringing assurance and quietness in 
view of the past, present, and fu- 
ture.

He gets them 10 make a false 
Climate of the character and conse- 
quences of "sin. When Cod's Spirit 
wakes them up, puts before them 
their sins, convinces them of their 
Iieinausness, the devil comes and 
helps them to reason, and search for 
excuses. " Teoplc pretend that Ihey 
arc dying for want of light! I say 
no. 1 won't allow my God to have 
that reflection east upon Him. They 
are not dying* for wain- of light: they 
are dying for want of honesty. 

This spirit of rinding excuses is 
most hateful in the Aigiii of Ood. In 
the Old Testament, alt the way 
through Heis continually reproving:

The death-beds that our people 
are called to visit are enough to 
make the angels weep— people who 
have been burying their iniquities in 
their, bosoms, instead of confessing 
ami forsaking them, and getting 
paved over again.

Whilst visiting C on business 

recently, we crossed the water and 
saw a number of vessels. Amongst 
them, a number of barges, was one, 
different from the others, that ar- 
rested my eye. Her paintwork was 
bright and clean, and the breeze lift- 
ed a flag which bore the Red Cross. 

I had heard so much about the 
barges of the ambulance flotilla that 
this opportunity io inspect one was 
not to be lost. The boat had just 
finished evacuating a number of sick 
and wounded, brought down from 
behind the firing line. There was 
little room for walking' about on the 
top of that 150 feet of length and 20 
feet of beam. 

'"Not exactly a liner," said the 
medical officer with a smile, "but* 
quite the best method of conveying 
wounded between the dressing sta- 
tions and the base that we have yet 
devised. There is a complete . ab- 
sence of that vibration and jolting 
tvhich if so often dangerous in the 
case of bad wounds."

A DISCUSSION in the London
